asking all those present at Mass to sign cards with their names 
and addresses. They then compared these with the lists of 
baptized Catholics in all the parishes.

“In some sections it ran as high as 50% and in others the 
percentage fell as low as 4%. The latter was true especially 
in the districts peopled by the working class—the proletariat.

T HURSDAY is Thanksgiving Day. 
When we stop a minute to consider all the 
things we have to be thankful for, we hardly 
know where to begin or where to stop. As a 
broad sweeping outline we might say: 
“Thank God you are an American Catholic!” 
These are three things to be deeply grateful 
for: that you are, that you are an American, 
that you are a Catholic, 

You really didn’t have to be at all. Nothing, 
except God, had to be. God the Father, Son, 
and Holy Ghost were infinitely happy and 
needed nothing to add to their happiness. But 
just as a mature tree bears fruit, as a happy 
man sings, and as you share good news with 
a friend, they poured the wealth of creation 
out of their limitless goodness and generosity. 
Not because they had to but because they 
wanted to. 

We may gripe about taxes and worry about 
bills, but when we pose Hamlet’s querry “To 
be, or not to be: that is the question,” we 
come back in a voice of thunder: “To be! 
That is the answer!” Thank God we are. 


Perhaps never in our history has it been 
made so clear what a blessing it is to be an 
American as during the last few weeks. We 
have seen thousands die behind the Iron Cur- 
tain in an effort to have the freedom we en- 


joy. 

I am in the Immigration Department at the 
National Catholic Welfare Conference and 
every day aliens teach me what America 
means. I know Italians who want to come 
here so they can have work that will assure 
them. enough food to eat. Displaced profes- 


To all of these, America is not just another 
country. It is the land of many freedoms — 
the right to life, to freedom of religion, to 
determine one’s own life, to property, to earn 
a livelihood, to freedom of speech and press 
and assembly, to family relationship, to 
equality before the law and just judicial pro- 
cedure, to share in the conduct of the govern- 
ment. Today so many millions throughout 
the world can look at us and say: “Thank 
God you are an American!” ‘ 


Finally, on Thanksgiving we should be 
grateful that we are Catholics. Those outside 
the Church have a hard time understanding 
what it means to be a Catholic. As a convert, 
I have been both outside and in. G. K. Ches- 
terton expressed what the Catholic Church 
meant to him as a convert and to all of us. 
He described it as “a view of the universe 
satisfying all sides of life: a complete and 
complex truth with something to say about 
eVerything.” 

There are many uncertainties in life that 
are troublesome but bearable: how long will 
we live? Will we ever be better off financial- 
ly? But there are somethings in life where we 
cannot bear to be uncertain: What is the pur- 
pose of life? How can I attain God when I

This quality of maturity should be the 
distinictive note of our faith today. It 
should be, if you will, the modern faith. Its 
totality today must be greater than its 
totality, say, of the 14th century. The 
Church grows. The faith of its members in 
one age should strike a greater depth than 
the faith of a previous age. This is what 
our Lord meant when He compared the 
Church to a mustard seed. Gradually it 
reaches the stature of a tree. Its path 
through history is a continual line of pro- 
gress towards its final perfection. That is 
why we who live today are called upon 
to make a new contribution. 

Formerly it was possible to live our 
faith in a Catholic context. Today that is 
not possible. Our faith must now open its 
doors not on a pagan world, but upon a 
largely godless world. Our tasks is the 
unique task of sanctifying a secular world. 
This is an opportunity we have never had 
before. Our faith must reach out towards 
now goals. It must therefore be a faith not 
only adapted to its ancient, never-changing 
ideals but also to new needs; its life must 
be the inspiration not only of great feats 
of sanctity but also of temporal action; its 
sincerity must not only detach us from the 
world but give us a great compassion for 
the world. 

As the world evolves so must the mus- 
tard seed of the faith. It is always the 
same faith but it must always seek new 
expressions. That is why it is quite beside 
the point to pine after the “g old days.” 
Whatever our admiration for the faith, say, 
of the 13th century we may be quite sure 
that it would be inadequate to meet our 
present needs. Whenever a new way of 
life replaced an old, the Church always 
profited by the change to examine its own 
methods and clarify its own truths through 
new definitions of dogma. 

Faith must continue to be revolution- 
ary. Faith is the one word that appears 
most consistently in the Gospels. It was the 
prime virtue in all the crucial moments of 
the Church’s foundation and infancy. It was 
the force behind the Church’s growth 
through history. It is in our custody at the 
present moment, How are we going to use 


it?

A Few Troubles 


RANK Leahy’s former assistant coaches and 
= who have entered the head coaching ranks are 
having a few troubles. But there is an exception or 
two. 

And, as time goes on, there will be more good 
news ... 1 hope. 

Most of all, Terry Brennan, a three-year regular 
at left half under Leahy, during the undefeated Notre 
Dame 1946-48 seasons, is suffering a bit. It is to be 
remembered that Brennan was the leading ground- 
gainer on the 1946 and 1947 teams. Terry, as the head 
coach of Notre Dame, will rebound. So will Notre 


Dame. 

It is a statement made here before: “Terry will 
be there 25 years, so do not worry about him.” 

Being a Terry Brennan, as well as a Frank Leahy 
admirer, the latter would have liked a Brennan state- 
ment to his team, after a recent losing effort: “You 
did your very best. So, when you go out that door 
(indicating the dressing room door), hold your head 
high. You’re still Notre Dame.” 

At Indiana, Bernie Crimmins, the head coach of 
the Hoosiers, lost his first three games, but began a 
recovery program by winning the next three. . 

Johnny Druze, at this writing, was still seeking 
his first win, at Marquette. However, the Warriors 
have an outstanding freshman squad. So, do not worry 
about Druze, the old captain of the Fordham “Seven 
Blocks of Granite” club of 1937 ... . back when Frank 
Leahy was the line coach at Fordham. 

In Canadian circles (a circle I'll come back to 
a bit later), Bill Earley as general manager, business 
manager, publicity director, and assistant coach, ‘had 
a few troubles at Toronto, as did Wally Ziemba, as- 
sistant at Vancouver.
